THE SHORTS SETTLE. 


The July Oat Deal Finally Dis- 
posed Of. 


- 


The Profits of the Longs Placed at One 
Hundred and Ninety Thousand 
Dollars. 


The July oat deal is a thing of the past- All 
the shorts who were standing out and refusing 
to settle their deals have finally accepted the 
inevitable and gracefully came up to the longs’ 
terms. At the opening of the Exchange to-day 
the feeling was still quite bitter among several 
parties who were sbort, and they still pro- 
claimed their intention of not accepting 5ic as 
a settling price for the oats they owed the 
ongs. Instead of there being only one party 
who was standing out, as stated in this morn- 
ing’s Republican,inquiry among the operators 
on the floor showed there were 


five or six firms and individuals who had not 
settled their deals, and the aggregate of the 
amount owing by these shorts and still unset- 
tled was about 225,000 bushels. This little band 
of shorts'heild together firmly for seme time, 
and the prospects were that they would only 
settle by arbitration, but as reports, 
reached them every now and then of 
other parties who had.on Monday stoutly 
maintained that they would not settle except 
through arbitration, and that these parties 
were going quietly to the longs and settling 
their contracts, then the shorts who were 
really holding out became discouraged and 
symptons of weakening were shown by sev- 
eral, A meeting was finally called among the 
faithful few in the directors’ room 
of the Exchange. The situation was quietly 
discussed, and then a vote was taken as to 
whether tbe terms of the long should be ac 

cevted or not. A majority voted in the affirm- 

ative and the minority at once expressed a 

determination to join with them as soon as 
their customers’ consent could be obtained. 
Going upon the floor of the Exchange, 
the shorts met the parties with 
whom they had contracts, informed 
them oftheir decision and were, of course, 
accommodated with asettlement, In justice 
to the shorts who held out so long, it may be 
stated here that they did so under instruc- 
tions from their customers, for whom they 
had the oats sold. These customers, have 
given positive orders to their commission 
men:not to settle at the longs’ figures, 

and in thus aisregarding these orders 
and settling their contracts, these shorts lay 
themselves liable to stand any loss there may 
be inthe deal. Theseshorts say thatif they 

had all held together they could have fought 
the case, and astne longs would have been 
unable to have proved a shipping value at dlc, 
the settling price, by arbitration would 
bave been placed much lower than 5le. But 
some of the shorts, who on Monday and even 
vesterday forenoon were mostemphatic in 

their assertions thatthey wouid not settle at 
the longs’ terms were the first to slide off 
quietly to tiem, accept their price and 


settle up their deals. The shorts, 
who were acting under instructions 
from their customers and were prepared 


to fight the case on the rules of the Exchange, 
saw the parties upon whom they looked as 
supporters graduaily slippipg away from 
them, and finally came to the conclusion that 
tbev must follow their example and submit to 
the squeeze. The longs were naturally jubilant 
atthe successful outcome of the deal, and 
the prospect of a spcedy and peaceful settle 
ment. Mr. W. L. GreenJr., of R. 5S. McCor- 
mick &Co., the St. Louis house that so suc- 
cessfully and skillfuily handled the deal for 
Messrs. W. H. Minor and W. A. Haines, ex- 
pressed himself as well satisfied with the re- 
sult, though, he said, nothing else 
could be expected. “I could have gone 
before the committee and easily have shown 
where I had made sales from day to day at 52c. 
New York oats for the first half of August was 
at a price, too, that allowed us a fair shipping 
margin, and this could be proved to the satis- 
faction of any one,’’ 
At the close of 
no contracts for July oats could 
be learned of that were not 
settled. The shorts, while sume of them feel 
a little sore, took their defeat calmly and ex- 
pressed themselves as feeliug all right after their 
experience in bucking tne ‘‘corner.’’ Perfect 
harmony prevailed, and any feeling of disatis. 
faction that may now exist will probably be 
forgotten within a day or so. Messrs.

iff’s office and asked his rea- 
gon for telling a deliberate false- 
hood. His answer was that the defendant 
being in town, he was anxious to get service 
upon him. Pressed fora correct explanation 
of the nature of the suit, he replied thatit was 
a case involying ejectment. It wasclearto the 
reporter that Mr. Ritchey intended to deceive 
him, but he was content to wait until the docu- 
ment’s werereturned to the Sheriff’s office. 
The case turns out to be a proceeding on the 
part of a divorced lady to set aside a decree of 
divoree obtained by her husbaud in this court 
last year. Mrs. Olive Marsh alleges that she 
was married to Henry L. Marsh in Llinois, 
April, 1878. Thev lived together 
until November, 1879. Mrs. Marsh 
alleges that in February last 
year her husband through ex-Gov. Thos. ©. 

Fletcher, filed a petition for divorce against 
her, setting forth asthe ground thereof that 
she had abandoned and deserted him without 
cause. She alieges the truth to be that he 
compelled her to leave him and ordered her 
out of the house, locking the door after her; 
that he threatened to kill. her and otnerwise 
rendered her edéndition intolerable. Mrs. 
Marsh alleges that ber husband swore that he 
was aresident here whenin fact he was not, 
and by false fraudulent, corrupt and perjured 
testimony at the trial of the case he obtained 
his decree of divorce in this 
court; she had no notice of 
the suit and no means of entering her answer 
or cross-bil!l.

aplea of guiltytothe charge of setting up a 
gambling house, Pate arranged his cell with 
an eye at once to comfort and beauty. Wen 
released on a pardon from the Governor, Pate 
distributed his furniture among the other 
persons in jail. He divided his carpet between 
Oby E. Owen, Ed. Rickert and. Jolhnny Par- 
ker. Since his recommitment he has 
notimproved its original appearance. The 
cell is just opposite a window near the hos- 

ital building. its furniture consists of a plain 

lack Walnut table anda chair. The bunk is 
furnished with his private bedding. 
A few newspapers and a bouquet adorn the 
table, while a basket of fruit and a box of 
cigars reclined onthe upper bunk, which is 
known to the prisoners by the significant name 
of ‘‘chicken roost.’’ Pate, Lehndorf and 
Glardon each have a chair before their respec- 
tive,cells,and here they loll through the warm 
days. They rise about f a. m. 
when breakfast is served. After this the morn- 
ing papers are read, and visitors received. 
On two days of the week the jail is washed 
with a hose and during this time the prisoners 
retire to their cells or shift about to the dry 
spots in the court while the army of moppers 
swob the tiles. Dinneris ordered in about! 


p. m. and eaten from a table 
near the cells. A siesta is 
then enjoved for an honr, after which 


triends usually take up the time until supper. 
After night the hours are spent lounging 
ubout, talking to guards until 10 o’clock, when 
the prisoners usually retire. Occasionally 
Pate accompanies the guards around, chat- 
ting witn the prisoners, with whom he is very 
popular. Inthis monotonous Way the time is 
spent and the pardons awaited.

He 
will fiod that whereas in New York the con- 
sumption of liquor is about the rate of twenty 
glasses of beer or wine to one of whisky, the 
proportions are reversed at the West. Whis- 
ky ise¢almost the only bever sold at a 
Western village saloon, and although 1t is 
pure in the sense of being distilled from corm 
or rye, itis new, unrectified and has a taste 
and emeli that would disgust into total ab- 


hepeless toper. The effect of the best spi 
uous liquors consumed inany large quan 
is deplorabie, but the jiquor in common 
in the West is simply maddening. Uader

The consumption of this seductive, healtb- 
destroying liqueur appears to be on the in- 
crease, and it is now, according to Mr. Win- 
ter Blyth, sold in a large number of places in 
Marylebone, for which — he is the public 
analyst and officer of health. It seemed to 
him, therefore, aright and proper thing to 
chemically examine samples of this liquid, 
which was done. Absinthe is a yellowish 
green liqueur, which contains, as a liar 
ingredient, a poisonous oil having a deleteri- 
ous effect on the nervous system; the ou! is 
called wormwood oil, and is produced in na- 
ture by the artemisia absinthium. Other fla- 
voring oils are always added, such as pepper- 
mint, ape cloves, cipnamon and anis- 
seed. The color is produced by the juice of 
nettles. spinach. or parsie other 
words, is due to the 
“chlorophyll’? found in all green piants. 
Most samples af absinthe contain sugar. The 
average composition of absinthe is as follows: 
Absolute aicohol, in 100 parts, 50.00; oi! of 
wormwood, .33; other essential oils, 2.52; 
sugar, 1.50; chiorophyli, traces; water, 45.6. 
Alcohol causes drunken sleep; alcohol and 
absinthe combined produce convulsions. The

The Rich Duke. 
From the New York Worid. 


What the fortune of the Duke of West- 
minster reallyis no one can say, or even 
guess. His estates outside of London, in 
Bucks, Cheshire, Denbigh and Fiint, com- 
prise 19,437}acres, with a nominal rent-roll of 
something over £37,000, while his mother, the 
Marchioness, hoids 12,514 acres in Dorset and 
Wilts, with a rental of £26,500. But all this 
is not “‘a patch upon” the property in the 
West Ead of London, the value of which when 
the present leases fall in, during the first 
quarter of the twentieth century, will be 
something almost incredible. In 1779 Cole 
estimated the value of the estate at £27,000 a 
year. ‘The Pimlica estate,” said a bistorian 
of a generation ago, “was before considered a 
vast property. It now bas upon it the new 
squares of Belgrave and Exston, with Eccie- 


ston street, Wiiton Piace and all the 
new city of palaces which foreigners 
now look upon as one of the mar- 


vels of London. The ultimate rental of this 
district is scarcely caiculabie.”’? Since Miss 
Martineau wrote the increase in the value of 
London property has been in almost a geo- 
metrical ratio. Eaton Hall, near Chester, 
long regarded as one of the finest modern 
mansions in England, has been thoroughly 
reconstructed at a great expense by the 
Duke. The Duke’s town residence, Gros- 
venor House, is another palace, with a spien- 
aid coliection of manuscripts and galleries of 
paintings and ecuiptures, which are thrown 
open to tbe London workingmen on Sunday, 
a custom begun by the first Marquis. Clive- 
den, the favorite seat of the late Duchess, on 
the Thames, was fuliy described in the 
World a few months ago, at the time of its 
reported sale for £200,000 to Mr. Lawson, of 
the London Telegraph, who has since pur- 
chased the poet Wallei’s famous seat of Hall 
Barn. The Duke means to spead at Cliyeden 
his second honeymoon. 


Ocean Telephony. 
From the New Yor Sun. 


An interesting telephonic experiment was 
recently made between Brussels and Dover. 
A submarine cabie is practically a condenser, 
which, by its induciive action, materiaily in- 
terferes with the speed of signaling. It was 
feared that this condensation woyld prove for 
a long while a grea: difficulty in the case of 
telepbonic currents, so transforming them as 
to render them uninteiligible. The difficulty, 
however, bas been overcome, ihe hunor of 
the achievement belonging to a distinguished 
Belgian physicist, M. Van Rvysseiberghe. Oa 
tue 9th of June the new teie phonic apparatus, 
designed for the purpose of counteracting the 
effects of induction on air lines and condeosa- 
tion in submarine cabies, was tried with suc- 
cess. Cvonversation was freely exchanged 


through the sixty miles of cabie and 200 miles 


of air liae. Toe experiment is very hopeful 
for ocean telephony.

The message vetoing the River and Harbor 
Appropriation Biil would be severely and 
bitterlv criticised, if for no other reason, be- 


hopes of re-election. The reasons President 
ARTHUR gives for thwarting the will of both 
houses of Congress in the matter of an ap- 
propriation bill of this character, will not be 
held sufficient to nerve him up to such an 
act, and between the lines of his message his 


critics will read obvious considerations of a 


lower order and much more distasteful to the 
West. The recklessness with which his party 
has voted appropriations, while failing to 
reduce the burden ofa redundant revenve, 
exposes it to great danger in the approaching 
eleetions, andhas given the organs of the 

party in the East a chance to make the West- 
ern river interest the sole victim of a reaction 
in behalf of economy. The great railroad and 

corporation interests, as well as the local in- 
terests of New York, seize upon every op- 
portunity to defeat schemes for Western river 
improvement that might render the products 
of the West less dependent on New York 
capital and commerce. ‘The President will, 
therefore, be accused of serving this hostile 
interest in this matter, and of sacrificing the 
great rivers ofthe West to the interest of 
Repubiican candidates in the East. 

But stillthe fact remains that the reason 
assigned for this veto in the message itself is 
simply unanswerable. A number ofthe ap- 
propriations in this bill are for local benefits, 
cannot promote the general welfare or com- 
merce between the States, and cannot be 
sanctioned by Congress or the President 
without transcending their constitutional 
powers. Hereferstothe fact that he rec- 
ommended the appropriations for our great 
Western rivers, and says he would be glad 
to approve them, if Congress would permit 
him to do so, and not compel him either to 
veto them or approve with them other appro- 
priations which he regards as improper and 
unconstitutional. Why net put him tothe 
test? Send him river and harbor appropria- 
tions admitted to be constitutional and 
nationalin their character, and give him no 
pretext apart from their own merits for veto- 
ing them. 

Uniess we turn over anew leaf and adopt 
this course, it is obvious that every necessary 
appropriation for schemes of national im- 
provement will be made a mere pack-horse for 
steals. The ease with which the River and 
Harbor Bill can be made to pull through the 
appropriations with which electioneering 
Congressmen bribe loca] greed, tends to make 
that bill every year more and more a bill of 
abominations. The fashion of loading it 
down thusenables the enemies of Western 
river improvement to rally against it a sec- 
tional opposition which might otherwise be 
silenced. Forthe sake of the West, there- 
fore, the time has come to put an end to this 
habit of making the river appropriations.a 
mere log-rolling convenience, and if the veto 
has this effect it will reflect great credit on iis 
author. The Senate has already passed a bill 
making the Mississippi River appropriations 
only, and it now lies on the table of the 
House awaiting the action of that body. 
Surely all the appropriations for that purpose 
in the vetoed bill can pass both houses on 
their merits. The President’s signature is 
promised in advance, and it loaks as if the 
failure of the really necessary and proper ap- 
propriations will be the fault of Congress 
alone, and be referable only to the stubborn 
purpose of that body to make the river bill a 
mere pack-horse for Treasury plunder.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

This case reminds parents toconsider the 
nature and greatness of their obligations; that 
the lives of children will flourish or wither in 
no slight degree according as théy are in- 
structed, trained or neglected. The doings of 
mankind are chiefly the result of training re- 
ceived. In proportion with the amount of 
human understanding the gindividual useful- 
ness grows. The child’s mind develops in 
equal measure with the governing power of 
parents. Educational training and the power- 
ful influence of religion are the builders of the 
spirit which guides the mind and correspond- 
ingly represses evil thoughts. Individuals who 
are governed by the power of their own 


minds, who can control their own 
action and fully regulate their own 
lives, can ve persuaded by  argu- 


ment; they may be instructed to know 
and persuaded to do or leave undone, but in- 
dividuais who cannot be governed by the 
power of their own will become the objection 
of government and must be controlied by law. 
The fact that Guy Smith, the child, had been 
grossly neglected with the necessary supply of 
educational] training seems to have proved by 
testimony ; it is also asserted by many that he 
is full of malice, so far as can be expected from 
a neglected child. Now to the point: The intel- 
ligent man of to-day sbould be an independent 
thinker, an earnest philosopher, a hater of all 
wrong and a sympathizer with mankind. Tne 
question now before us is, even if the child can 
be heid before the law for murder of the first 
degree, would it not be anact of barburity by 
acivilized community to hang a neglected 
child? Brute parents tend to blot out the no- 
bility of which the heartof a child may be 
capable :and promote ignorance. Ignorance 
in too many cases extinguishes natural affec- 
tions, erases love, blots out filial attacnment, 

fills our jails, prisons, and furnishes victims 
tor the scaffold.

The President’s Four-in-Hand, 
Washington Letter to Chicago Times. 

Speaking of driving reminds me, says a 
Washington correspondent, of the new four- 
in-hand of the President that made a “trial” 
trip the Otherday. Albert, who has handled 
the ribbons ever since Gen, Grant went into 
the White House, about fourteen years, took 
out the four bays, and was accompanied by 
Alan Arthur, who manifested much bonest, 
boyish delight at their good behavior. Albert 
always enjoyed Gen. Grant’s four-in-hand, 
and 1s pleased to have the opportunity again. 
He drove around the curved drive leading to 
the White House to “show off” the new 
horses, litile Nellie Arthur and her little gir] 
visitor running outto the door to see them, 
quite full of childish excitement. ‘The Presi- 
dent hoppened to be at the window of his own 
room, and he soon caught the enthusiasm, 
and called out: ‘*Bring them up here, Al- 
bert.”’ But Albert seemed too intent on 
the happy privileges of handling a four-in- 
hand, and for some moments did not hear 
the call from the window, indeed, not till the 
President clapped his hands and got his at- 
tention. Then he went round with a flour- 
ishofthe ribbons and his dark’ face quite 
beaming, and drew up under tbe window to 
reporythe new team. I have always felt as 
much interestin the horses as in any other 
part of the Administration. One rarely loses 
faith in horses and dogs. They can be kept 
out of politics. Sol have been acquainted 
with the horses of every Administration for 
some time. Gen. Grant bad the finest horses. 
Mr. Hayes was content. with a pair of grays 
that was commonplace, but eminently re- 
spectable. Mr. Garfield bought a span of 
bays after he entered the White House. He 
took them on trial, and, if satisfactory, was 
to pa\ $800 forthem. He kept them, and 
after his death they were sent back to Ohio, 

Mr. Arthur brought on a pair of bay car- 
riage horses from New York, a bay saddle 
horse he had used and a biack saddie horse 
that had belonged to Mra. Arthur. The new 
horses are the leaders, bought here, not be- 
cause extraordinary, but because’ they 
match in color, build and size, the other bavs 
with which they are to be driven. These 
leaders are a trifle smaller, butin every way 
are a handsome match. All fonr have the 
square-cut tail. Alan Arthur has a pair of 
pretty light buggy horses, also bay, but of 
alighter shade. Hedrives them to a new, 
very light buggy with red running gear. It 
is a dashing little turnout, very pretty, and 


in. But the favorite of the stable is a biack 
horse that Mrs. Arthur always rode. The ani- 
mal is smali and trim, with a lovely head and 
acoatsmooth and shining as satin. It is 
very gentile and is here for tite use of Nellie 
Arthur, who is just learning 
to ride. The President does 
not ride, and has rarely done so for two or 
three years, but he is much attached to his 
saddle horse, and likes to have the animal 
here, where he can seeitat anytime. The 
four-in-hand, the two saddle borses, and the 
light buggy span occupy stalis on the north 
side of the stable, while the four office 
borses staud on the south side. Two of these 
office horses belong to the President’s Pri- 
vate Secretarv, Mr. Phillips, and area “fast 
team,’’ one of the two having a noted record 
for speed. Mr. Phillips seldom gives them a 
chance to show their speed here, for the 
pavements are considered ruinous to a good 
horse. Preeident Arthur is like Gen. Grant ip 
his appreciation of the fine points of a horse 
and knows a g od horse when he sees one. 
The stables are taking on a touch of the days 
when the presidential turnout was really 
worth looking at, and Albert’s beaming face 
on the box shows that “Richard is himself 
again.”

Upon the Wheat Market-—-The June Wheat 
Case to be Shortly Resumed. 

Secretary Morgan, of the Exchange, re- 
ceived aletter from Capt. J. P. Keiser, this 
morning, stating that he would be beck this 
coming Friday or Saturday at the latest. Upon 
Capt. Keiser’s arrival, a hearing of the June 
wheat deal will be proceeded with, as the di- 
rectors are only awaiting bis arrival to com- 
plete the desired quorum. Mr. J. B.\Oliver, of 
Milwaukee, arrived here this morning. He 
says he has been awaiting a summons from 
St. Louis announcing that Capt. Keiser nad 
got back and the Exchange directory was 
ready to proceed witn his case. The tedious 
wait he has had has been very annoying and 
he hails with satisfaction the prospect of 4 
speedy ending of this case. ‘‘Why,’’ said 
Mr. Oliver, ‘‘Ihave had my satchel packed, 
ready to come down here at any moment. 
Every time I heara 2 ring at the door! expect- 
ed a message from St. Louis and made ready 
to start. I haven’t been able to go anywhere 
with my wife and could onlv take short drives 
with my children. Finally I made up my mina 
to come down and see if Mr. Keiser was here, 
and find he won’t be Lome before Friday. I 
expect we will start in with the case as soon 48 
he arrives.’’ ;

HELD TO ANSWER. 


The Murder of William A. David—The 
Coroners Verdict. 


This monring the Coroner held antinquest on 
the body of William A. David,the second mate 
ot the steamer Fannie Tatum, who was mur- 
dered on Monday alternogn by a colored 
roustabout of the boat, named Charles Wil” 
son. The murder grewout ofa dispute be- 
tween David and Wilson asto the payment 
ot $2, which the latter claimed 
was due him as Wages, and which the tormer 
denied. This morning the colored murderer 
was brought into the Coroner’s office at the 
Four Courts heavily handcuffed andin charge 
of an officer. He took a seat in close proximity 
to the Coroner and looked around, first at the 
jury who confronted him, and then at the few 
spectators sittinginthe room. He was rough- 
ly dressed in @m coarse woolen shirt, 
A pair of brown jeans pants and 
a heavy pair ofbrogans. Heis about 24 years 
old and has a most brutal appearance. His 
head does not look as if it had a single idea 
above the level of brutish instinct. It isthe 


exact counterpart of tne head of a Brazilian 
ape—low forehead, receding to a point at the 
top of the cranium. The first witness exam - 
ined was 

CHARLES SMITH, 

the head mate ot the steamer. He testified that 
he knew of the dispute which occurred between 
David and the murderer at Chester, on the up 
trip, aboutthe wages which the latter claimed. 
David had struck the roustabout with a stick of 
wood, and the negro sulked and refused to 
work any more during the trip. When the boat 
arrived here on Monday Wilson again demand- 
ed his money, but the mate refused it he 
said there was none due. At 4:30 o’cfoek-in 
the atternoon the _ first row occurred. 
The mate was somewhat the worse 
for liaquorand was —_ obstinate and abu- 
sive. After the row Wilson left the Levee and 
walked up the hill towards Cherry street. On 
his way he picked up a rock but did not use it, 
for the mate was following him. The witness 
heard tne prisoner say during the altercation: 
‘*I will get even with you if it costs my life.’’ 
At about 5 o’cliock the prisoner came back 
tothe boat. The. roustabouts were handling 
freight. David. in company with Capt. Wm. 
Bruner, a levee clerk, and several others was 
looking on. The presence of the negro was 
unexpected. David turned and asked him 
what be hadin his hands. The negro made 
no repiy,and the deceased again turned to his 
work. Then the negro dealt the death-blow 
and filed. David droppea and was carried in 
on the boiler-deck ofthe steamer, where he 
Jay until the ambulance took bim away to the 


hospital. 

WILLIAM BRUNER, 
the levee clerk, testified to the same facts. He 
suid David was somewnat drunk. When de- 
ceased was struck he was standing by his side. 
He heard a blow, and turned around and saw 
the negro runnin — When the blow was 
struck David had his back to the prisoner. 
The rock struck him in the back or the head. 
DICK JENKINS, 
a colored levee contractor, testified that he 
saw the murderer come down onto the levee. 
When he was about five feet distant from his 
victim he raised his hand and threw arock at 
him. It strack him in the back of the head. 
David fell upon his side with his head down 
hill. Wilson then threw a second rock, which 
struck him in the side. Two other wit- 
Robert Pummer and A. G. 


The post mortem examination made yeste 

indicated that the deceased came to his 
death from the effects of the blow given by 
Wilson. The jury after hearing the evidence 
hela Wiison to answer for m er. A verdict 
was rendered in accordance with the facts. A 
warrant for murder in the first dsgree will be 
— In the meantime Wilson is in the hold-

A SICILIAN SQUABBLE, 


Trouble Among Lemon Merchants—Re. 
ceiver for a Broadway Firm, 


Judge Thayer to-day, atthe petition of Sal- 
vatori Franchino, a lemon-grower of Sicily, 
granted an injunction and the appointment of 
a receiver to take charge of the busi- 
ness of F. Giacomo & OCo., dealers 
in lemons at 1002 Broadway. The 
Sicilian plaintiff alleges that he had a partner- 


ship arrangement with Pietro and Francisco 
Giacomo to fnrnish from his orchards in Sicily 
lemons for sal@ in the St. Louis market. Thea 
protits were to be equally divided and 
the Giacomos were to take charge ot 
the business here; they baa no 
capital in the concern, Franchino all ‘ 
but were to conduct the sales of the lemon 
shipments from timetotimein the same way 
ats commission merchants. The lemon-grow- 
er, who is represented by Robt. 8. McDonald, 
alleges that his St. Louis partners kept 
a system of faise books, containing 
falee entries of sales and profits by which it 
was madeto appear that everything was ab- 
sorbed. He further alleges that the St. Louis 
partners converted $2,000 more than their 
share of tne profits, and when he 
sent ou trom Sicil an agent 
and bookkeeper to look into things the 
Giacomos threatened to kill him and 

scared him. The court appointed A. M. Sulli- 
van the receiver and required bond for $4,000. 
The injunction bona was placed at $1,000.
